Of these, he sold, only 4S 
minor ones can bo repealed Immedi- 
ately "without harm to the economy 
of the coimtry or to the orgonlzatloa 
and conduct ol govermncnL"

the wor powers, Lewis wrote, should 
be - turned over' to'tho; fiai'hoiiao 
Judlclory committee aa -soon as the 
next session of congress begins. Ha ' 
said tils special committee did not 
have on adequate staff to do lucb

ployer, talLi to solve the problem 
pass U onto ft mediation board com- 
posed of employes, employer and 
public representatives. He also asked 
a CO-doy coollns off period. 

It that foiled, Klelnkopf sugguted 
an emergency commlwilon appoint- 
ed by tho president to decide the 
problem and compel action decided

Tho employers wanted tho govern- 
ment to .do something about this, 
quick. 

The question was referred to 
of the big brolni In the war pro- 
duction board's office of cIvlUan 
requirements. An eipert was as- 
slsncd lo aludy tho problem. Ho pre- 
pared ft report and drew up a pro- 
Kmm. It went through channels and 
finally ended up on the dcslc of C. C.
